To one peck of tomatoes add four 
tablespoonfuls of salt. 
Cut the to­ 
matoes in quarters, and let them, 
stand in the salt over night.

morning set them on the fire in a 
porcelain kettle and boil two hours. 
Take them from the fire and strain 
through a fine sieve. 
Then add one 
pint of vinegar, one ounce of cloves, 
a little cayenne pepper, three heads 


of chopped 
garlic, one ounce of 
whole pepper corns, allspice, mace, 
and two ounces of celery seed. 'Mix 


all 
together and boil one hour. 
Strain, and when cool bottle it, using 
small-sized bottles and new corks. 
Keeps in a cool, dry place.
